class, bnis the mortality of phtMsis iH 
relatively large in the large centers 
^ 
Dopulation, showing that impure 
air 
imd bad hygwtne are as potent factors 
as hereditary predisposition. 
Among 
nomad tribes it 2b rare, but where such 
tribes settle in 
towns, they offer the 
usual 
number 
of 
%actims. 
Statistics 
show that it is very 
vinilent in many 
warm countries, as mach so in 
sunny 
Italy or foggy Englan(i 
It is rarer to- 
ward the poles and the 
higher Alps, 
the Andes, and the elevt^*ed plateaux 
of Mexico, approximate, though 
prob- 
ably never quite attain to conditions of 
absolute immunity. 
The protective in-; 
fluence of high altitude often suffices t o 
counteract other intiuences which favcp 
the disease, but everywhere the 
main 
factor in its production is over-crowd- 
ing and bad hy'j:ieue. 
Dampness 
con- 
joined 
with 
frequent oscillations 
of 
temperature predispo.ses to the disease, 
and humidity of the air is less unfavor- 
able than dainj)nes8 of soil. An Ameri- 
can physician writing upon 
the intiu- 
ence of climate in consumptive alTec- 
tions, remarks that every new section, 
of the American 
continent 
that 
pos- 
sessed any climatic advantiiges has had 
a period of favor with the climate hunt- 
ers, but as civilization extends and the 
new regions become 
more 
populated 
their reputation for benefit in this class 
of cases vanishes. 
This the writer 
at- 
tributes to the fact that it is not climate 
alone, but more particularly the 
mode 
of life that has to d<j with the improve-' 
ment in 
cases 
of 
lung disease than 
change of abode, but as the comforts 
and luxuries of civilization are intro- 
duced, people are more tempted to live 
indoors, and the advantages of climate 
are lost upon them. 
It is also believed 
by many writers that the sputa of con- 
sumptives 
in 
time 
poisons 
the 
soil 
where consumptive individuals congre- 
gate. 
De.sirable climates 
in general 
are those which admit of or 
are con- 
ductive to outdoor life and 
exercise.—

WIND m 
FIRE 


Play Havoc at Different Points—The 
One at Falrbanlt, BDnn., and the 
Other at Baltimore. 


FAIBBAUI/r, Minn., April 5.—At 3:30 
yesterday afternoon this city was visited 
by the most terrible wind and hail 
storms it has ever experienced. Boofs 
were torn off from store buildings, signs 
blown hith<^r and thither like straws, 
and dry goods boxes and empty barrels 
were sent flying along the streets. 


BAIITIMORE, April 5—At an early hour 
this morning a large one-story storage 
warehouse on Hooper's wharf, caught 
fire. 
Its contents were coal oil and 
phosphate belonging to GriiB& A Go. 
and were destroyed. 


The burning oil ran' under the ad- 
joining ware ho«se, containing 600 bar- 
rels of coal oil, which, with the con- 
tents, was also destroyed. The damage 
now is estimated at $40,000. 


OiNoiNKATi, Ohio., April 5.—A fire at 
53 Oanal street to-day, burned out the 
Corona cotton seed oil company, Gheiger 
& Co., anh Mahlenkamp & Binne, ma- 
chinists, causing a total loss of $15,- 
000; insurance $12,000. 


VASSAB, Mich., April 5.—A fire con- 
sumed Emerson & Bird's clothing store, 
Blaekmore building, Leech cigar fac- 
tory, Central hotel, Preston's saloon and 
McOomber's grocery store, 
Haight's 
saloon, Taylor's drug store and several 
Fma)! frame boildings. The total loss is 
$81,700; insurance, $12,000. 


A BOLD SWINDLER 


How a Medium Hwaidled a Widow Ont 
of Nearly a Hondred Thousand . 
Dollars. 


Bosroir, Haas., April 5.—From New- 
port, B. I., comes the story that Madam 
Diss de Barr, the medium who has 
created such an excitement in New 
Tork, had a victim of her spiritualistic 
sharp-shooting in that city some three 
years ago. She was Mrs. C. M. Sey- 
mour, whose husband died some years 
ago and left her a fortune of about 
$100,000. 
The bulk of this went into 
the coffers of Madame de Barr. 


In some way, known only to herself 
and the gossips in the vicinity, the me- 
dium found that Mrs. Seymonr had a 
brother who had gone to China some 
years before under circumstances a lit- 
tle shady. Madame de Barr material- 
ized the brother to the astonishment 
and delight of the sister. Together with 
Madame de Barr as ii^terpreter, they 
conversed long and lovingly. 
Mrs. Sey- 
monr was told that her brother had 
prospered in his adopted home, and had 
amassed an immense sum of money. 


This he had bequeathed to his sister. 
A month or two later came the revela- 
tion that the brother had died with 
blessiuffs^pon the head of his beloved 
sister upon his lips. Therefore, Mrs. 
Seymour was immensely rich. It is 
said that the first bit of information 
cost Mrs. Seymour $5,000 and the no- 
tice of the alleged decease of her brother 
twice that sum. 


Mrs. Seymour's son was started to 
China to find his fortune, which never 
materialized, and, indeed, her son has 
never yet returned, having died of a 
fever in the Celestial land. 
Altogether, 
the revelations and the acquaintance of 
Mrs. Ssymour with the phenomenal 
medium cost the former about $85,000. 
Mrs. Seymour was ruined, came to Bos- 
ton a pauper and died a heart-broken 
woman. 


REJECTED HI8 SUIT. 


He Shot His Lady Love and Then Took 
His Own Life.

It is gener 
ally believed that the girl rejected him 
and that he tried to kill her and shot 
himself.

Ä BOY FIEND. 


Deliberately Breaks the Limbs of His 
Little Brother and Sister in an 
Ohio Town. 


CINCINNATI, April 5.—At Industry a 
few miles down the river from this city 
has been discovered a colored boy with 
the CDOst fiendish propensities. 
His 
mother goes ont to wash and leaves her 
children in the care of a girl 13 years 
old. Her chaise consists of a boy be- 
tween 5 and 6 years, and twins 10 
months old, Tuesday the girl left the 
house for a short time and on returning 
fonnd the twins screaming with pain, 
the boy with a cut ou his bead, begging 
her to drown him, and the stove turned 
over. 


The boy had upset the stove and was 
hurt by its falling, but it was found he 
had deliberately broken both thighs 
of one of the bat^s and a thigh and arm 
of the other. Every effort to get him 
to tell the story of his cruelty failed. 


Small Pox Imported from Kansas. 
QBBENBvn^iiB, 111., April 
5.—This 
town is greatlv excited over the small 
pox. The disease broke out near Gar- 
field, Kan., where Minnie Merry, of this 
place, was teaching school. The houi^e 
in which she was boarding was quar- 
antined, but she eluded the guard 
and 
took a train for home, arriving Sunday 
morning with a high fever. She stopped 
at the hotel, met many people, and 
kissed her friends. There is a strong 
feeling that the disease will probably 
spread. The board of health ordered 
all pupils of the public schools to be 
vaccinated by Monday night, April 9. 


The Beading Settles. 


BBADTNO, Pa., April 5.—The mana- 
gers of the Beading iron works settled 
with their employes, and the latter agree 
to accept 7^ per cent, reduction in 
wages. Yesterday orders were issued 
for a resumption of work at all of the 
company's idle mills. One thousand 
men who have been idle for months will 
go to work. The mills shut down be- 
cause of the dullness in the trade, the 
management agreeing to resume if the 
men would accept a 15 per cent, reduc- 
tion. The compromise as above stated 
was made. 


Sale of a Newspaper.

Oeorge A. Langsdale ever since the late 
war, will change hands after this week's 
issue.

It is stated that >e paid $5,000 for the 
plant. The retiring editor is the chair- 
man of the Soldiers' Monument commis- 
sion, and will remove to Indianapolis to 
re-enter the field of weekly journalism.

WASHINGTON, April 5.—The National 
Woman's Suffrage association yesterday 
adopted resolutions looking toward a 
union with the American Suffrage asso- 
ciation.

Spofford Measurer, and Mrs. Eliza T. 
Wilbur and Mrs. Julia A. Wilbur, aud- 
itors. 


One Preacher's Boy Shoots Another. 


N*w LONDON, Conn., April 5.—A 
fourteen-year-old boy named Ballentine 
shot another boy of the same age, named 
McLeod, at Croton, inflicting fatal in- 
juries. Both boys are sons of clergy- 
men. The boys had a dispute over some 
trivial matter, when Ballentine took a 
rifle and fired at McLead, shooting him 
in the head. 


Strangled. 


COBTDON, April 5.—Jennie Harry, an 
inmate of the county asylum, came to 
her death in a peculiar manner. 
She 
was of unsound mind, and it was neces- 
sary to keep her confined in a cell 
In 
the cell door was a hole about six feet 
from the floor, and in some way she got 
her head through the hole and died of 
strangulation. 


Threatened Strike. 


JOHNSTOWN, Pa., April 5.—The min- 
ing operators, it is said, have decided 
upon a 10 per cent, reduction because 
for the past three weeks they have been 
selling coal on the tipple at a reduction 
of 20 cents per ton over former prices. 
The 2,000 miners threaten to strike if 
any r^uction is attempted. 


Lincoln Leaguers. 


iNDiANAPOiiis, April 5.—A call has 
been issued for a state convention of 
Lincoln Leaguers to be held in this city 
May 2. The convention will include 
delegates from about two hundred sub- 
ordinate lodges, organised in the interest 
of the republicans, of which J. N. Hus- 
ton is the president.

THE ra BILL. 


The Fight Over the Direct Tax BUI 
is Resumed In the Honse This 
Morning. 


WASHINGTON, April 5.—The fight over 
the direct tax bill was resumed this 
morning. 
Mr. Beed, of Maine, imme- 
diately demanded the regular order, 
which the s p ^ e r announced to be a 
vote on a motion, that when the house 
adjourned to day it be to meet on Satur- 
day next. 


This motion having been defeated, 
Mr. Lanham, of Texas, at 12:20 raised 
the point of of order that the day assign- 
ed foi the consideration of the direct tax 
bill had expired and he proposed to 
argue in favor of the point. The speak- 
er disclaimed any power to adjourn the 
house and held that as long ss the honse 
refused to suljourn, the legislative day of 
Wednesday would continue. 


Senator Morgan appeared before the 
senate commerce committee this morn- 
ing and vigorously opposed the con- 
firmation of the nomination of Jared L. 
Bathbone as consul general at Paris. 
Eleven of the thirteen members com- 
posing the committee were present and 
after Mr. Morgan's argument, a vote 
was taken. 
Nine senators voted for a 
favorable report and two adversely. 


Mr. Wilson, of Minnesota, attempted 
to find a flaw in the decision of the 
speaker, but as the speaker was forti- 
fied with a long line of precedents, the 
attempt was unsuccessful. 


Mr. Wilson, of Iowa, addressed the 
senate on the subject of the president's 
message. 


The secretary of state to-day received 
a cable message from United States 
Consul Lewis, at Tangier, from the 
tenor of which he is inferred that the 
satisfactory settlement of the trouble 
with the Moorish government will soon 
be reached. 
The senate has passed the bond bill. 
Gen. Alfred H. Terry was placed on 
the retired list of the army to-day. 


The state department is informed that 
the Venesuelan government has issued a 
decree placing barbed wire on the free 
list. 


^ e president has approved the act 
amending the laws relating to naviga- 
tion. 


GRATE-YARD GHOULS. 


They Steal a Body and Strew Pieees of 
the Coffin on the Grave. 


WooBTBB, i)hio, April 5- Some weeks 
ago Samuel Flory, an old man of over 
three score and ten, died in the connty 
infirmary. The remains were taken care 
of by relatives, and were interred in a 
burying ground at Jefferson, six miles 
west of Wooster. It has just been dis- 
covered that the body is no longer in the 
grave. 


This discovery was brought about by 
the finding of pieces of a coffin near the 
grave. The grave had evidently been 
molested, and a nephew of the deceased 
began an investigation. 
He opened the 
grave and found that the body was gone. 
The coffin was badly broken, and the 
pieces found on the surface of the grave 
belonged to it. The desecration is sup- 
posed to have been committed by medi- 
cal students, and an effort will be made 
to punish them. 


KILLED FOÜR MEN. 


H. G. Willis, the Racine, Ohio, Mur- 
derer, Captured in West Yir- 
glnla. 


WHBBLINO, W. Va., April 5.—Hanson 
Grover Cleveland Willis, who shot nis 
father-in-law at Badne, Ohio, and when 
pursued to Jackson county, this state, 
shot one of the officers, was captured 
here yesterday morning on the steam- 
boat Ben Hur, having just come up the 
river. 
He had two revolvers on him 
and a Winchester on the boat. He was 
jailed to await a requisition. 
He admits 
that he killed four men, but says each 
acted in self-defense.

TERRIBLOISASTER. 


A Passenger Train Thrown Into a River 
and Many Are Killed and 
Isjnred. 


HXWHAMFTON, la., April 5—A terrible 
disaster occurred seven miles west of 
Newhampton this morning, whereby 
the passenger coaches on the west-bound 
Milwaukee and St. Paul train were 
thrown into the Wapsie river, by the 
giving away of a bridge. The engineer 
and two passengers are known to be 
drowned.

DOUBLE MURDER. 


Officer Limecooley Affects the Arrets of 
One of Its Perpetrators. 


This morning Mr. C. H. Newton, the 
Wabash agent, received a telegram urg 
ing the arrest of two young men for the 
murder of two night watchmen in the 
Chioago and Alton raUroad yards, at 
Chicago last night.

The officer darted toward the stranger, 
who with the instinct of a criminal ran 
to avoid detection. He was soon nailed, 
however, and carted to the station house 
in the "Lillie." 


The fellow had a companion answer- 
ing the description of the other crimi- 
nal, but on seeing the arrest of No. 1, 
fied up Holman street and escaped. He 
had been in the railroad reading room. 


The Chicago officer?? were wired this 
afternoon of the capture. We will have 
to await their coming, as the man under 
arrest will not talk. 


The Chioago THmeit to-dav says that 
Eli Kreigh, one of th#> Alton inen, is 
dred, and that Daniel Brassel, the other 
man assaulted while protecting the com- 
pany's property, will die. 
The Times adds: 
The inquest was postponed to April 
10 in order to give the police a chance 
to find the men who fired the fatal shots 
in the darkness of the night. 
The 
chances are all against the capture of 
the murderers. The only description of 
them is the inadequate one furnished by 
Conductor Beers. He says they were 
young men, with smooth faces and 
sharp features. They wore dark work- 
ing clothes and there was only one but- 
ton on the coat of one of them.

THE HI8T0BY OF 8TBIKES. 


THB SBNTINBXJ can neyer bring itself 
to the belief that strikes or boycotts 
benefit any one. We can see some rea- 
son and justice in arbitration—eyen 
compaleory arbitration—but] strikes and 
the unfortunate results they lead to, 
haye not a single redeeming feature. 


Xiook at the history of strikes: 
Dur- 
ing the year 1887 there were 884 strikes 
in the United States, and nearly 350,000 
men were engaged in the yarious con- 
tests. Of the strikes, 542 were for few- 
er hours or higher wages; 225 were for 
trades' tmlon demands of various kinds 
other than regarding wages, and 68 
strikes were entered into, not through 
any grieyance of those engaged, but out 
of sympathy for others. 
Of the 884 


strikes, 247 succeeded in accomplishing 
what they undertook and were therefore 
successful; 115 compromised, obtain- 
ing a portion 
of the 
concessions 
which they asked, while 522 may be set 
down as absolute failures. 
In the un- 
successful strikes, 5,081,815 days of 
work were lost, while in the successful 
there were lost 1,774,694 days—a total of 
6,856,009 days of idleness, resulting di- 
rectly from striking troubles, which at 
eyen the small amount of $1 a day, rep- 
resents a direct loss of nearly seyea 
millions of dollars to 
the 
working 
classes; yet this, it must be remb^ed, is 
only a small fraction of the loss which 
these troubles brought to the country. 
The building trades lost the greatest 
niUnber of days—1,492,078, while the 
boot and shoe workers came next with 
1,291,943. 


If the labor organizations deyoted 
more time to educating the masses and 
confined their legislatiye tactics to edu- 
cation and arbitration, 
the country 
would know no strikes, the toiliDg mil- 
lions would sufier no priyaftions fttid not 
the wrongs they do now.

Eyery thing seemed to haye a more 
oheerM and enoouraging appearance 
this morning as our reporter passed 
around the railroads and through the 
^ t shops of the dty, on his usual 
!orenoon rounds, and on the yery walls 
of eyery place there seemed to be writ- 
ten in huge, brilliant letters the wcnrds, 
"The strike is oyer." In his search for 
items of news, he was no longer headed 
oft with ihe question: 
"What is the 
latest from Ohieago," for the face of 
eyery man bore the indication that be 
had read in THB SBHTINBL news of the 
adjustment of the troubles at that city. 


To the shop men and the railroad men 
of this city the Burlington strike has 
been a subject of interest from its inoip 
iency, and THB SsirnNBii for this reason, 
althoogh found fault with at times, 
has endeayored to keep its readers thor 
oughly posted on all the news, both 
local and general, that there wda upon 
this all absorbing topic <A the hour. 
When it was spreading and threatened 
to strike this city with its ruinous effects, 
we hesitated not to say so, and the his- 
tory of the last week has shown how 
true were the words printed in these 
columns bom time to time. 


The effects of this great strike upon 
the mannfactoring industries of own 
city has already been told. It effected 
manufacturing and commercial busi- 
ness as well, and was felt heayily by 
almost every merehant in the city 
Two of the largest manufaoturing estab- 
lishments of this city—the Pittsburg 
shops and the Bass Works—succumbed 
to its influence and both were oompellec 
to discharge nearly one-third of their 
employes, and had it lasted longer still 
further reductions would haye been 
made in their working foroee. In ad- 
dition to this came the freight blockade 
on the Pittsburg, and where its results 
woQtld haye ended, had not a settlement 
oome, is hard to say. 


It will take some time for our manu- 
facturing industries to recoyer from this 
blow and place us where the opening of 
the year bid so fair to do, but it is com 
ing, and the renewed activity in the 
great works effected by its influences al 
ready begin to show it. This fact our 
repoi^ noted gladly while on his cheer 
ful way this morning and here are some 
facts which will support him in head 
ing this article with the oap line, "Busi 
ness Will Boom." 


Around the railroads this renewed ac- 
tiyity of business is more apparent at 
present than at any other place. Last 
eyening the first t i ^ s from Ohieago be- 
gan to arrive and the first through trains 
were sent west from this city. Freight 
business of all kinds is booming and the 
offices and freight houses along the 
lines of the Pittsburg and Nickel Plate 
roads presents an appearance that has 
not been witnessed for many days. 


"It is like the breaking up of a cold 
winter," said an officer of the company 
to THB SBKRIMBI. reporter. "The strike 
hati imprisoned miles and miles of freight 
trains both in the Ohieago yards or at 
points east where the cars were held on 
the sidings awaiting deyelopments. All 
at once the gorge is loosene^i and from 
each end there is poured but a great 
flood of freight that keeps our transpor- 
tation very busy to care for." 


At the Pittsburg shops, while no ad- 
ditional force has been put to work 
everything seems to indicate a cheerful 
and encouraging outlook and the men 
are kept as busy as they can be. 
The 
work on repairs is being pushed forward 
rapidly. 
New work is beginning to 
come in, and it will not be many days 
or weeks before the works will resume 
their old time actiyity and it is possible 
with the increase in bushiess, that many 
of the recently discharged employes will 
be taken back. 


The same is true with the great Bass 
foundry and machine works. 
Orders 
for oar wheels have been coming in rap- 
idly this week and all the departments 
of their works present a busy and actiye 
appearance. They are largely depend- 
ent upon the railroads for much of their 
business, and as the railroad troubles 
settle and the railroad shops resume 
business, new work will come in to them 
and ere many days the Bass works will, 
undoubtedly, be rushed with work. 


There is also a prospect that the Kerr 
Murray foundry 
start up ^ain and 
many of the other manufacturing estab- 
lishments ox the city, which were seri- 
ously affected by the railroad troubles, 
will also increase their foroes. 


The manufacturing boom that looked 
so bright and enoouraging at the open- 
ing of the year may oome before tl^e 
summer closes, and if it does it means 
prosperity and happiness to our city. 
Let us hope that the boom will come 
to stay.

Max Mull er was giving a luncheon 
in his delicious rooms to the charming 
and talented Princess Alice, the wife 
of the Grand Duke of Hesse Darm- 
stadt, and second daughter of Queen 
Victoria.

blers," and we were speedily shown 
how they came by their name—a fitting 
lesson for the guests of a philologist! 


When one of these little bowls was

filled again. No matter how it was

Microscopical Wonders. 


"Suppose we look at a fly's tongne!" 
"All right," said L "Flies have been 
investigating me for a long time, and 
nothing would give me more lileaaure 
than to see a fly's tongne transfixed 
and to investigate" it calmly under a 
microscope." 


Accor<Ungly Mr. Hopkins placed the 
subject in position, and, turning the 
table, I brought eye to bear upon the 
object 
The fly's tongue is certainly 
a complicated piece of mechanism. No 
description of it would do it justice; it 
'nust be seen to be appreciated. 


The next subject was a section of a 
horsefly, showing the complete set of 
tools with which he pursues his investi- 
gations into the flesh of horses. 
There 
was a fine saw with teeth plainly visi- 
ble, a piercer for irritating the wound 
which causes the blood to flow, and all 
arranged for use. 
Then we looked at 
the sawfly, which frequents rose and 
gooseberry bushes, and saws places in 
the twigs and deposits its egg& The 
stinging apparatus of the ordinary 
honey-bee next claimed our attention. 
Having had some experience with a 
bee's business dei^artment, I congratu- 
lated myself that the mystery of its 
oi)eration was about to be unveiled. 
The sight confirmed mo in my purpose, 
previously formed, of giving bee hives 
a wider berth in the future. A bee 
stinger looks formidable under a micro- 
scope. 
Teeth project from the side 
like ii sw'ird ii«h, and attached to it is the 
poison 
^^ iiieii coiifains t!ie substance 
which, wlien inserted into a man's hand 
by an enterprising bee, makes him wish 
that he had never been born. 


"You will see," said Mr, Hopkins, 
"that by increasing the power of the 
microscc'pe the formation of parts of 
the various objects 
clearly shown, 
and the more closely they are examinetl 
the more complete they appear. 
There 
are no botched jobs in nature." 


"Do your investigations," I asked, 
"lead to the conclusion that all these 
complete and beautiful things were 
evolved from an incomplete germ?" 


Mr. Hopkins replied very emphat- 
ically : "Nfi, sir; they do not I take 
no stock in the uioder couclusion on 
that point." 


The hornet was next investigated. It 
has been said that he differs from the 
flea in this respect, that when you put 
your finger on him you know he is 
there. 
Much as we dislike to meet the 
hornet and be interviewed by him, es- 
pecially wlien seated on the grass eat- 
ing loaf cake at a picnic, he appears 
remarkably well under a microscope. 
Mr, Hopkins called my attention to an 
interesting fact 
On the edge of the 
hornet's wings are a series of hooks, 
which at certain times are used to hook 
the wings together, but no one has yet 
succeeded in hooking or unhooking the 
wings of the captured insect. The 
hooks were plainly visible through the 
instrument. A bee's foot and a fringed 
paddle of the water beetle closed our 
investigations of the insect tribe. A 
section of the cutcher plant was next 
shown. It was covered with little stars, 
perfectly formed. These stars are com- 
posed of silex, and if the leaves are 
h^^-ued the stars are not consumed. 
Diatoms are a subject for special study. 
They are vegetable plants comprising 
innumerable varieties, whiqh can only 
be seen and classified by the aid of the 
microscope. 
Diatoms have been seen 
ui)on which one hundred and twenty- 
five thousand lines have been shown by 
the aid of the most powerful micro- 
scopes. 
Polarized lip;ht is another de- 
jiartment of the microscopical study. 
The polarizer is attached to the micro- 
scope, and by its means the most beau- 
tiful colors and forms 
are seen.— 
Woverley 
Magazine.

Some interesting particulars are given 
in the "Catholic Directory for 1888" 
regarding the progress of catholicism 
in this country. 
Wliile the number of 
bishops remains the same, that of

number of churches and chapels is 
1,631, showing an increase of twenty- 
one during the year now ending. Of 
the seculiar clergy ordained priests for 
England and Wales during the past 
twelve months the number was forty- 
seven. The directory contains much 
information concerning catholicism in 
the British Empire, within which there 
are twenty-five 
archiépiscopal and 
ninety-six episcopal 
sees, 
nineteen 
vicariates apostolic, and ten prefect- 
ures apostolic—in all 150 sees, seven of 
which are vacant 
The Catholic popu- 
lation of England is estimated at 1,3,54,- 
000: of Scotland at 326,000; of Ireland 
at 3,961,000; total, 5,641,000. In the 
colonies, there are 75,000; in Asia, 9,80,- 
000; in America. 2,183,000; in Austral- 
,asia,568,000 Catholic British subjects Aa 
Queen and Emjire.ss her majesty reigns 
over 'J, 682,000 Catholics, 
They Me re- 
presented in the imperial parliament 
by thirty-two peers, and by five English 
and seventy-five Irish members. There 
are nine Catholics in the privy council, 
and there are forty Catholic peers, 
fifty-one baronets, and twenty lords

Last evening Col. H. W. 
Lawton 
arrived tn the dty with OoL 0. A. Zol- 
linger and was accorded a hearty wel- 
come by his comrades, Oapt. F. 
F. 
Boltz, CoL O. D. Hnrd, Captain Whit- 
acre, Sergeant Toomy and a host of 
others. 


When a mere boy Colonel Lawton 
took a position in Col. O. D. Hard's 
thirtieth regiment. 
In the battle field 
the young soldier distinguished himself 
for bravery in every engagement, and 
was promoted for gallant service. 


But enough from us since the Indian- 
apolis Sentinel 
so nicely pictures his ca- 
reer as follows: 


CoL H. W. Lawton, commander of 
the famous Indian exp^tion that ca]^ 
tured the renegade Indian chief, Geroni- 
mo, and his followers, is in the city for 
a few days. 
He is on his way to attend 
the reunion at Ligonier of the volunteer 
army corps of which he was a colonel. 
He is a native of Toledo, O., but since 
his boyhood has been a citizen of In- 
diana. 
At the outbreak of the war he 
enlisted as a private in the volunteer 
service at Fort Wayne. 
Col. Zollinger, 
of the pension department, was also a 
private 
in 
the same r^[iment 
Mr. 
Lawton soon became a sergeant of Com- 
pany E, Ninth Indiana volunteeis. 
Af- 
ter the thr ee months' service had ex- 
pired he immediately re-enlisted as a 
lieutenant of the Thirtieth Indiana regi- 
ment. 
After the killing of his comman- 
der in one of the engagements during 
the war, he became colonel and was 
mustereid out in December, 1865. 
He 
then studied law for a while at Fort 
Wayne, but upon the reorganization of 
the army he was offered a commission 
and accepted. 


The command given Colonel Lawton 
was stationed on the Texan frontier, and 
was engaged in all the active operations 
at that time against the India, s and 
Mexican marauders. 
He 
was soon 
transferred, however, to the Fourth U. 
S. cavalry, as an officer of which he par- 
ticipated in almost all the campaigns 
and expeditions incident to border war- 
fare for a period 91 ten years. 
He did 
good service in the wars against 
Sioux and Cheyennes in Nebraska 
Wyoming territory, and 
against 
Utes in Colorado. 
His command 
the one that rescued the Meeker family. 
Alter this exploit he went to Arizona, 
and while there the operations against 
the Apaches occurred. 


The Apaches, under their chief, Ger- 
onimo, carried on the most lawless ae- 
predations and murderous warfare that 
had ever been known in the annals of 
Indian massacres. 
The record of their 
deeds is still fresh in the public mind, 
Alter two years of a perfect reign of ter 
ror, during which business was entirely 
destroyed in a large part of Arizona and 
New Mexico, Colouel Lawton was plac- 
ed in command of an expedition by Gen- 
eral Miles, who was commander at that 
time. 
With this expedition he was sent 
into the 
Sierra 
Madre 
mountains, 
where Geronimo had taken 
refuge, 
and for five months he followed the 
trail of the 
Indians, 
and 
finally, 
after great perseverence, 
under 
the 
greatest har^hips and privation's, he 
succeeded in tiring them out. 
Geroni- 
mo surrendered and he and his are now 
stationed at Ft. Pickens, on an island 
south of Florida. 


Col. Lawton, in a talk with a Sentinel 
reporter yesterday, gave some intereat- 
ing facts. 
He said that the country in 
which the operations were carried on 
against the Apaches in 
exceedingly 
mountainous and very difficult in trav- 
ersing. 
His command \>(us a long way 
from 
any 
base 
of 
supplies. 
The 
heat 
was 
intense 
and 
the 
men 
suffered 
for 
want 
of 
shoes. 
Several times they came so near starv- 
ing that they had to kill their mules and 
eat them. 
"The Apache Indian," said 
he, "is a mountain Indian, and is very 
sure of foot. They are a short, stout 
race, capable of almost unlimited en 
durance. 
They 
had 
inhabited 
the 
Sierras for centuries and was thoroughly 
acquainted with every part of the coun- 
try. 
In traveling through the moun- 
tains they would go very rapidly. They 
lived on the game they killed and on 
anything else that could 
be found, 
such 
as 
toads 
and 
birds; 
but 
they 
relished 
the 
iiesh 
oi 
the 
horses that they stole better than any- 
thing else. 
In our operations it was 
neceHsary to follow their trail under the 
direction of experienced Indian travelers 
and keeping steadily on, never stopping. 
In fighting, the Indians never would 
come out openly, but would hide behind 
rocks, and when their positions were 
flanked they would elude their enem y 
and sneak away, keeping themselves 
covered, to some impregnable place. 
They .would ambush the men every 
chance they hi*d, IA their murderous 
expeditions through the country they 
would kill every unprotected white per- 
son, without respect to age or sex. 
They would mutilate the dead in the 
most horrible manner, and in every re- 
pulsive way that their genius could de- 
vise. 
They killed hundreds of white 
people during two years' time." 


Colonel Lawton said he had fonnJ 
many dead, unknown prospectors, and 
it could never be known how many 
were killed. 
The difficulties that his 
force had to go through were almost im- 
possible to be overcome—in a hostile 
country, far away from help or food, 
and surrounded by rocks and ravines, 
full of cowardly Indians. 


At one time, when in the Aras reser- 
vation, he had but fourteen men. 
At 
no time did he have a hundred. 
It was 
necessary to frequently change the men 
of his forces. The old ones had to be 
Bent back for recupwation. 
During his 
five months' campaign he had four dif* 
ferent commands. 


Col. Lawton has hopes of being ap- 
pointed to a vacancy whicb is soon to 
occur in the inspection department of 
the army. 
If any man deserves it and 
has fairly won it the ooJonel is surely 
that man, and it is to be hoped that he 
will be sucoessfuL

Mr. F. D, Casanave, Barney Fitz- 
patrick, Thomas Butler, James A. Gra- 
ham and several others of the Pittsburg 
foremen and e*nployes returned from 
Chicago last evening, where they had 
been on duty during the last few days of 
the strike. 


J, J . Stier, the foreman of the mould- 
ing rooms in the Bass works, was taken 
sick yesterday afternoon and was com- 
pelled to quit work. He was not at the 
shops this morning. Mr. Stier is missed, 
as he is a valuable man and deservedly 
popular among the employes. 


Binging the bells of locomotives by 
steam is now effected by an ingenious 
apparatus, consisting of a small steam 
cylinder placed at one side of the bell 
frame and resting on the boiler; the con- 
necting rod, which connects the piston 
to a three inch crank on the bell, is so 
constructed that it will vary its length 
according to the swing of the t)ell, thus 
removing any liability of knocking the 
cylinder out by the piston coming in con- 
tact with it.

Mr. James A. Graham, the general 
foreman of the Pittsburg car shops, who 
has been at Chicago during the last few 
days of the strike, gives a vivia descrip- 
tion of the "Hotel de Ronnd House," 
as the temporary quarters of the im- 
ported employes of the road w:« called. 
The men had arranged the round house 
in a truly metropolitan style. 
Bunks 
were constructed

sleeping purpos'es, stoves, cooking ap- 
paratus, dishes, provisions, etc., had 
been brought in and everything was ar- 
ranged at the place for a long siege. 
The boys lived in a sort of army style 
and the place was fixed up in a comfort- 
able manner. 
They had the best of 
grub and were well situated for a sum- 
mer's campaign. 
The "Hotel de Bound 
House," Mr. Graham thinks, did as 
much to break the backbone of the 
strike as any other thing, for when the 
striking brakeman and switchmen came 
into it and saw how nicely the new men 
were quartered, they knew it meant an 
all summer's freeze out for them.

Graham's description of the place is 
t)oth amusing and interesting and the 
new hotel must have been a sight worth 
seeing.

This the.writer at- 
tributes to the fact that it* is not climate 
alont, but more. particularly the mode, 
of life that has to do with the improve- 
ment in oases of lung disease than 
change of abode, bnt as the comforts 
and luxuries of civilization are intro- 
duced, people a» more tempted to live 
indoors, and the advantages of climate 
are lost upon them. It is also believed 
by many writers that the sputa of con- 
sumptives' in time' poisons the' 'soil 
where consumptive individuals congre- 
gate.

are those which admit of or are con- 
ductive to outdoor life and exercise.—

Then we looked at 
the sawfly, which frequents rose and 
gooseberry bushes, and saws places in 
the twigs and deposits its eggs. The 
utingnig apparatus of the ordinary 
honey-bee next claimed our attention. 
Having had some experience with a 
bee's business department, I congratu- 
lated mvoelf that the mystery of its 
operation- was about to' be unveiled. 
Tbe sight confirmed me in my purpose, 
previously formed, of giving bee hives 
a wider; berth in th« future. 
A bee 


stinger looks formidable under a micro- 
scope. Tee^h project froin the side 
like ii sword fluli, anil attached to it is the 
poison bag \vliicii contains tlie substance 
which, when inserted into a mail's hand- 
by an enterprising boe, makes him wish 
that he hod never been born. 


"You will see," said Mr. , Hopkins, 


"that by increasing the power of the 
microscope the formation,.of parts of 
the various objects is clearly shown,' 
and the more closely they arc examined 
the more .completeilioy appear. There 
are no botched jobs in nature." 


"Do your investigations," I asked, 


"lead to the conclusion that all these 
complete and beautiful things were 
evolved from an-incomplete germ?" 


Mr. Hopkins replied very emphat- 


ically: "No, sir; they do not I take 
no stock in the moder conclusion on 
that point" 
• The hornet was next investigated. It 
has been said that he differs from the 
fleam this'respect, that when yon put 
your finger on him you know he is 
there.

and surrounded by. rooks and ravines, 
fall of cowardly Indians. 


At one time, when to the Aras reser- 


vation, he had but fourteen men. 
At 


no time did he have a hundred. It was 
"fM»»ry to frequently change the men 
of his forces. The old ones had to be 
ent back for recuperation. During his 
ve months' campaign he had four dif- 
erent oommands. 


Col. Lawton has hopes of being ap-
